All the towns in the 'state which com- 


pare with J&noBTille in size or in busi- 
ness have facilities and accommodations 
provided, by tho government which, up 
to this hoot at least, have not been ex- 
tended to this oity. In fact thu rule will 
hold good throughout almost the entire 
country, Appoarancei indicate that the 
government has entered on a general 
system of internal improvements, ropro, 
seated especially by the pubho buildings 
whioh ue being provided for and erected 
with the most unexampled prodigality 
in every state ot the Union. .Every [con" 
gressroan ia zealous in his efforts to 
obtain a generous elice tor bis constitu- 
ents, and in the anxiety to benefit the 
country 
by 
-their 
appropriations, 


officials have b'oen criticised and ce»- 
sured for their laxity and carelessness- 
The ^character of 
the appropriations 


however whioh oauied these harsh (judg- 
ments was tho attempt to .ranke streams 
navigable which nature never intended 


to have navigated and to .create hni bora 
where it was impossible to float a ves- 
sel. But the ert etion ot pnblio buildings 
has gone on 'with . accelerated rapidity 
until now there ore bills before ^congress 
—all brought in during tho present ses- 
sion— appropriating more than one hun- 
dred million dollars toward this nbjeot. 
It would appear "to be the judgment of 
congressmen that public".buildings were 
the panacea for public ills, and that there 
is B great [civilizing tendency 10 their 
presence. It is ot course to bo oipected 
that the southern states, whioh pay only 
an inconsiderable fraction ot the national 
expenses,,directly or indirectly, will be 
veryjprominent beneficiaries from these 
expenditures; but no objection will be 
raised to this oul come it the Renerosity 
bo reciprocated, and an equal willing- 
ness be displayed on their port to aid 
worthy cities of the north iu tho same 
cause. 


A few weeks ago in one day the senate 


passed 
twenty-nine bills, apKregBting 


S-1,410,000 Tor the construction of public 
buildings. In his iast annual report 
Postmaster General Vilue says that the 
business of a town can better bo inferrod 
by its postal receipts than in any other 
way; tuis being accepted as true, the in- 
aigniucant importance of many ol tho 
towns which are to bo blessed with the 
evidences of pubho generosity ia the 
way ct buildings, will be seen by the

There are ei^htj 
five presidential poatoffioeB in Wisconsin 
and among them all there ara only eleven 
in which tbe expenses bear so small 
ratio to tho rooo'ptu as in Janes-villa— and 
almost all ol the elevan are the most 
diminutive offices; tha receipts of tbe 
Jauesville office being in 1884-u, the sum 
ot 816,294,52 and tbe expenses 38 per 
cent oC that amount.

Ex-President Arthur tells the follow- 


iaK story: "U is nut generally kuown 
thut I was kidnapped once, but tho same 
is true, nevertheless. In the summer of 
'S4 I was inking u trip In a £>'°vcr:lmcnt 
dispatch-boat along the eoast, when oao 
inornicg wo put into Marblchead, in 
ordor to visit Suleni, the ancient, horae of 
witchcraft. Our time "was limited, and 
•we desired to escape observation, but no 
sooner hud we lauded than I was reeog- 
njzed. We hurried Into a carriage and 
proceeded to Salem, but while In tho 
museum of that city, which contain 
muny souvenirs of the witches, I was ac- 
custed by * mid-faced man, witli piercing 
black eyes, who had come, he said, to 
ask me to say a few words to tho people 
of Mnrbk'head. I (Irmly bat pleasantly 
refused, on

"On the way back to tlio vessel my

Mr. Williams claimed, and he was backed 


by Cnpt, James, that any convict could bo

Tlic oriKin of the huge and striking 


show printing from stone now In voguo 
is due to .Malt Morgan, who is an Kng- 
lismuii, anil came to this country with a. 
lii^'h reputation as ft scenic a.-tlat and 
earieuturist to run Leslie's Newspaper in 
the Greeley interest agninst Tom Xaston 
Harper's, He did not catch the spirit of 
the country, and failed as a caricaturist. 
Then he e:nburked in theatrical specula- 
tion and failod, and so drifted to Phila- 
delphia, and later to Cincinnati, where 
lie settled, 


A wonderfully spirited designer, and u 


man fertile of idoas, it had suggested it- 
self to Morgan that the woodcuts then in 
use for large show printing could be Im- 
proved upou In stone. The biggest poster 
made up to that time had, I believe, been 
a two sheet head of Lydla Thompson or 
some- other hirsute burlesquer, drawn by 
Peter Kramer. 
Morgan developed a 


method of creating the gigantic posters 
now in use, making large drawings for 
them, transferring the outlines to sepa- 
rate stoneu, which were filled in by his 
subordinates, and adding the touches 
ivlilcb gave them finish and spirit him- 
self. Ho educated a staff of tho cleverest 
lithographic draughtsmen in the noun- 
try, most of whom are cow at tha head 
of other establishments.

o! money locked up in the lithographic 
show printing business in this country. 
Millions of dollars are Invested iu the 
plants of great establishments, who now 
compete for custom all over the land. So 
sharp is competition, Indeed, that prices 
have been cut 33 per cent, by it, and pes- 
simistic printers anticipate a still further 
reduction.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

We had made "trus- 
ties," walking singly, touch over bush and 
tree.

Furmcre of the Bforthwest. 


Haw to iTeveiit a Heiloua anu fciroir- 


inzEtll IH the Vkhcut Crop. 


Mr. H. E, McCuIlough, general freight 


agent of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad, has caused the following care- 
fully prepared article to be printed and 
placed in the hands, of the company's 
agents along their linos of road for free 
distribution among farmers: — 


Smutty wheat is gct.liog to bo a serioua 


matter witn tbo'farm'eiu of the Northwest 
as woll as the millers aad grain, -dealers 
who aro obliged to handle it .The loss 
resulting from it to tbe, farmers in the 
spring wheat region'amountfi to milliunh 
of dollars annually. Bo-far it has been 
conCned mainly to the soft varieties of 
spring wheat, but it is now making its 
apperranco in the hard or Phyfe wheat, 
and if suffered to go unchecked will, in a 
abort time, placo the spring wheat of this 
country in tho "rejected" graae, where » 
largo amount ot^t. is now going on an- 
count ol smut, and selling at 10 to • i!5 
cents per buHbftl lower on this account. 
This smut can bo stamped out. .with a 
very little trouble ana a small expense to 
each individual farmer, i: he will, care- 
tally apply tho. prescription: below. 
There is no dispute on the subject; it has 
been tried and proven in thousands of 
cases and has never failed. The .remedy 
for killing tho Binut ' is simply:.. to :.:wet 
thoroughly each grain- of sea.d. wheat 
in a strong solution of 
blue vit- 


riol, or as some call, blno-ctone. The 
ways to doit arevorious. Tho following 
hnfl proved porfautly reliable, viz.: Dis- 
solve one or two .pounds (there is no dan- 
ger of getting the solution too strong) of 
blue vitrol to each gallon of 'water.

times to bo "sure that tbe wheat has be- 
come thoroughly Tret. • Then liff," them 
out and let the pickle drain back into 'the 
vessel that contains the solution.

wheat will vary soon be in condition to 
sow." It doss'not 'require to be spread 
out to dry, as tho wheat will absorb the 
moisture very quickly. ' 


Below 19 an extract from a letter re- 


ceived from the Hon. Horace Davis, 
member ot concress from San Francisco, 
and tho largest miller on tho Pacific 
slope, m answer to inquiries on the sub- 
ject ot smut in wheat in his state:

solution is put into a trough bnilt for this 
purpose, something like a horse v trough. 
Tho bags aro turned over frequently m 
this solution tj insure tho wetting of oil 
the wheat. You can rely upon 'it that 
bluesbne is a dead shot for smut in Cali- 
fornia. By blue-stone I mean sulphate 
of copper or bine v|triol." 


If whoat is sown in old stubblo where 


there was smut tho previous year it will 
make its appearance to'somo dTtaut, but 
the second year them will be no sign ot 
it. In now ground, or in fields where 
wheat has not been wised for two seasons 
or 
more 
thero will be no smnt if 


tbe 
seed 
is 
prepared 
as 
above, 


unless it may be communicated from 
neighboring fields where the seed has 
not been treated for the purpose of .kill- 
ing smut gorms. Tho cost ot preparing 
the seed for one acre of ground will nol 
exceed tbo loss on one bushel of smutty 
wheat. 


Below is an extract from a letter oj 


tbe subject received from Prof..B. W, 
Hilgord, university of California, college 
of agriculture, Berkeley, Gal.: 
"is regards the blue atoBing of seed 


wheat, tho solution is as strong .as ii-cnn 
be made nt an ordinary temperature. 
Snch a {solution contains about three 
pounds of blue [atone to five quarts of 
water. The time o£ immersion varies 
somewhat; the most definite prescription 
given is that a half sack should -remain 
in the saturated solution at lea^t thres 
minutes, and ba . turned about several 
times in-Mie interval to mate-sure of 
wetting thoroughly. 
When weaker 


solution is used, the gram may be left 
with it until it begins to sprout. The sack 
is usually left unopened until used for 
sowing. 
There is no drying done 


on purpose, unless it is tojbo used in the 
seed drill. It will work perfectly'with 
tho centrifugal sower without drying; IL 
general I would be in favor of the strong 
solution and short immersion. Tho work 
is tuen done quicker, and if tho grain is 
afterward left in tho sack for some hours 
the application is 'sure to be ', effectual. 
Again, tha strong solution is more' ccr- 
taiu'to render the grain distasteful'to tbe 
birds and insect 'enemies, and gives a 
margin for killing fungoid germs round 
about tho yonng soodliug. There seems 
to bo little danger to the vitality of the 
seed from the blua stono. Of'conrse the 
bluo atdne'will • not prevent the smut 
germs loft over in the fields-from, previ- 
ons seasons from attacking tbe developed 
plant It simply killa tho gerraj jn • tlia 
seed that would 
otherwise devclopo 


along with the latter and take "the plant 
in its early stages. A Gold that has been 
very smutty during the previous season 
will be apt to show some on tbe i-rain of 
the next one despite blue stoning, ljut 
persistence in tbe practice wiU bo mire to 
:>ut an end to the fungus germs, save eo 
!ar 86 they (may bo famished-by kind 
neighbors above tbo wind." 


In preparing wheat for seed it has been 


;ho practice ot farmers in Europe to 
separate carefully the 'small and imper- 
'ect grains and sow th» largest and most 
)erfeofc berries'. 
This insures a larger 


•iald and better quality. Tests have been 
made in England where fields side by 
aide wore planted three vears in eucces- 
IOD, and one gave three bushels the first 
rear, five the second, and eight the third 
'oar more tbnn tbs other, both fields be- 
ing treated precisely tho sume, except in 
tho seed. This has been tried by farmers 
of Illinois and Iowa, and has resulted in 
their adopting this practice, getting 
larger yield and much better quality. 
These are all facts obtained by actual 
experience, and tests -made by practical 
farmers and scientific agriculturists.
